Yelterday arrived the brig Aurora, Corrie, Cadiz, 37 

ays. 
: The Spanith ficet had arrived at Carthagena, on the goth 
of May, after experiencing a fevere gale of wind off Oran, 
on the Barbary coaft, on the 16th and 17th, in which 24 
Jail of the jiae, 1 frigate aod a floop of war, were difmafied, 

The French fleet failed for Toulon, where it arrived in 
fafety about the fame time, and remained there until the 
egth of May, when it failed again, — It confifted of 24 
fail of the line; its deftinatioa was not known, but fup- 
poled to be for Genoa, . 

Lhe Englith fleet, confifting of 25 fail.of the line, onder 
Lord St. Vincent, had got as high as Minorca, where it 


contioued to cruife, until accounts were received of the }. 


difatter of the Spanith fleet; it then failed up the Mediter- 
ranean, it was fuppofed to look for the Freuch fleet. 

Admiral Nelfon with 10 or 12 fail of the line, was at 
Naples, the King of which he had carried there, who was 
re-inftated in Naples, the 11th of May. The French ar- 
my had been withdrawn, and was in Tufcany. 

The Army of Lraly had given bartle feveral times to the 
Ruffians and Auftrians, the refulis of which were confant- 
ly unfavorable to the French. All Piedmont has fallen, 
and Moreau had retired to the ftrong fortreffes of Aleffan- 
dria aod Conir, The Army of Rome had aifo retired, 
and was endeavoring to join Moreau, but it was thought 
it would not be able to aceomplifh the junétion, Mantua 
was clofely befieged. 

The Auftrians vader Prince Charles, had got full poffef- 
fion of the Grifon country, after repeated aétions, it had 
entered Switzerland, where, on the gd of June, a dread- 
ful baule was fought between the Arch-Duke and Maffena, 
which ended inthe defeat of the French ; it is faid that up- 
wards of go,000 men were killed oo the field of battle. 
The battle was fought near Zurich ; it was reported Maile- 
pa was wounded, but not generally credited, Afier the 
battle the French Army retired. 

A day or two before the Aurora left Cadiz, a letter had 
beeu received from Genoa, dated the gd of June, which

Armftrong, 45 an attorney co defegd the property ia bebalf 
of all concerned Col. A. Murray is expeéed here intwo 
weeks from Turks-Tfland ; fhould be arrive previous to the 
trial, 1 make ao doubt the will be acquitted. The Brunf- 
wick, of 74 guns, let us pafs, after chacing us 10 hours, 
The Captains of fmail thips of war, are youngflers, who 
capture almoft every thing they meet, right or wrong, and 
eudeavor by every means to have them condemmed, ia or- 
derto obtain fpending money.
